concepts, and corrict tbe pour. 
'I'he liearl may be educatid 
through niuslo, tbrungb art, and 
through literature, but as tbe sen- 
Mitioti- received Uirough art and 
niii-ic are more transitory, litera- 
ture Is the most valuable. Lilera- 
lure then, and classiral literature, 
should receive attention earlier 
lu the course than It does. As this 
spiritual dsveiopmeni Is so often 
neglected in the borne, It Is most 
Important that it recsivs attenUon 
In tbe aobool. The teacher should 
eapeclsHy Intsrest himself In in- 
stilling a laile for good literature 
In tbe ohild. The taste for iioor 
literature often has flist to be over- 
come, but even that Is not a bad
